Senator John L. Valentine proposes the following amendments:

1. Page  1, Line 7: After "per ton." insert "This act imposes an annual facility fee
on any municipal waste facility operated by a political
subdivision primarily to receive its own municipal waste."

2. Page 1, Line 9: After "facility" insert "and that these facilities, if they accept
solely municipal waste, are not subject to gubernatorial and
legislative approval of operation plans"

3. Page 6, Line 182: Delete Line 182

4. Page 7, Line 183: Delete Line 183 and insert:

"(ii)  that is solely under contract with a political subdivision

within the state to dispose of nonhazardous solid waste generated

within the boundaries of the political subdivision."

5. Page 13, Line 374: After Line 374 insert:

"(5)(a)   Each waste facility that is owned by a political subdivision

and operated primarily for the purpose of receiving waste

generated within that political subdivision shall pay an annual

facility fee.  The fee shall be paid to the department on or before

July 15 of each year.  The fee is:

(i) $800 if the facility receives 5,000 or more but fewer than 10,000 

tons of municipal waste each year;

and

(ii)  $1,450 if the facility receives10,000 or more but fewer than

20,000  tons of municipal waste each year;

(iii) $3,850 if the facility receives 20,000 or more but fewer than

50,000 tons of municipal waste each year;

(iv) $12,250 if the facility receives 50,000 or more but fewer than

100,000 tons of municipal waste each year;

(v) $14,700 if the facility receives 100,000 or more but fewer than

200,000 tons of municipal waste each year;

(vi) $33,000 if the facility receives 200,000 or more but fewer than

500,000 tons of municipal waste each year; and

(vi) $66,000 if the facility receives 500,000 or more tons of

municipal waste each year.

(b) The department shall deposit all fees received under this

Subsection (5) into the Environmental Quality Restricted Account

created in Section 19-1-108.

(c) Municipal waste subject to the facility fee under this Subsection

(5) is not subject to the fee under Subsection 9-16-119(1)(c)"
